Thx fpte&t problem of Beoiprooity 
between the United States and Cana- 
da, is soon likely to be solved. The 
pressure brought to bear on the 6ov- 
ernment at Washington is too poraiet- 
ent, and involves loo many importoni 
interests to be long withstood. The 
baildors and oarpontors in the present 
time of financial depression are unuble 
to pay the enormous duiios charged on 
lumber ; sbipbuilding is paralysed from 
the same onuso. Labor is scantily em- 
ployed and very poorly roniunorutod 
in proportion to the price for necos- 
earies. Complaints Irom those flu'sos 
must always bo hoard in the United 
States, and will doubtless have tboir 
due meed of atteution. Tucre are also 
Other voices hardly less polont ; there 
are tbOQ Bands of men who make a profit- 
able oa'ling of fishing in Ibo waters 
that properly belong to Canada, and 
there is every likelihood of their being 
ezoladed from those waters should the 
treaty of Beciprooitv fall. Then, again, 
there is a body gradually rising into 
importance in the Republio, IinowD as 
the Free Trade Leiiguo ; they have 
been agitating various questions of late 
and amongst the rest, Beoiprooity with 
Canada, li must be remcmberod that 
the Loagao (as iu England) is compos- 
ed of mercantile men, than whom dj class 
is more powerful at the White IIouso 
Still another element add-* its weight 
to the mass that is now forcing itf^olf 
on the attention of'etatesmen at Was - 
ington, and that is composed of iho 
oarrying trade in the States; tbey de- 
mand the free navigation of the St. 
Jjawrenoe to enable them to compete 
with th« Oanadian oartiers, who are 
oootinually diverting a portion of 
AmericaD traffic, iu consequence of the 
low rates of freight ruling on the Caua-* 
dian routes. There can be no more 
striking, example of the impoiencj of 
human power over the oourdo of trade 
than is here cited. It was predioted 
for the Erie Canal that it would cut the 
Canadians off altogether, and every 
poSBible itifluenco was brought to boar 
on shippers, but all to no purpose . 
Iho American people would like to 
keep evoryihiiig to ibemfiolves if pos' 
Bible, but they don't care about paying 
too hifirb a piice for the advantage. It 
appears from returns famished to the 
Canadian Honee of Commons that in 
1865, when the Keciprocity Treaty was 
in force, that Canadian goods vuiiied at 
$36,000,000 were imported into the 
United Siatee, the dutiable articles 
amonpr them yielding a Customs reve- 
nue of 88,387. During the flsoul year 
ending June 30,l8C8, the last complete 
year for which there are returns since 
the repeal of the Treaty, 828,000,(iU0 
were Imported, of which nearly 84,500, 
000 were free, and the others yielded 
83,280,000 revenue. What can speak 
more eloquenily f'<r a renewal of the 
treaty than the lact that a duty almost 
prohibitory hnd not reduced ibe impor-. 
tation of dutiable Canadian prodaots 
by a f'curtb, and ibcrofore that iliey 
are abBolnlo nouuo-aricd in the llopub- 
lio. Abrogation cf the treaty was 
suicidal, since the RacriQco was almost 
wholly on tlio pari of Americans. It 
is true that the Secretary of the Troa- 
Bury may try to blink that fact, Bince a 
sum ol over three millions and a quar^ 
ter of guaranteed rovenno is a consiu- 
erableitem in his rocdipta ; but against 
that must bo |)laood the loss to tho 
fishermen of tho Eastern Stales if pro-' 
oloded irom fishing in Canadian waters. 
This would more than countorbalanco 
that Bum, besideB creating tho risk of a 
national imbroglio in tho event dt 
American vessels being seized and confis- 
cated for an infraction ot Mnritimo Laws 
Then the Shipbuilding irado iu the 
United States is sufifuring in conse- 
quonoo of tho excessive imposts on the 
material required in that business. 
Some concessions havo boon ma'lo, 
but without tho right ot importing Ca- 
nadian lumber froo of duty, Amoriciui 
builders arc unable to oompoio with 
the builders of Now Brunswick and 
Quebec. Ilowovor much determined 
tho X'rotoclionists of the United States 
may bo to oppose any change, their 
efforts will of necessity bo futile. Tho 
interest and wollorc of tho many must 
always prevail aguinsl those of the few, 
and the idomapds of trade are inexora- 
ble. ' 

<'Bntler'8 little Gim,'* 

Under this title the New York Even^ 
ing Post pokes fun at General Butler in 
the followinff style; , 

«« General Butler having hnd tho g»od 
luck to come safely out of Uio hito war, 
and even with improved bealtli and 
fortune, is not adverse, it seems, to a war 
with England. It may comfort ihoEng>- 
liib to bo assured that ho is tho ouly

There is a strong reason to bellere 
that the Amerioans have had enoogh of 
fighting for some time lo come. It was 
generally asserted beforo tho war that 
tho most belligerent part of tho American 
people lived t*oiilh of Mason and Dixon's 
lino ; but they have a sensible saying 
down thero now, that any one who wants 
a new war belongs to those who avoided 
the figbtiog in thelaat one ; and they call 
those bloodthirsty persons 'bombproofs' 
We do not mean to insinuate that General 
Butler is a 'bombproof — he commanded 
forces in tho field ; but wo suspect 
that iho army he could raise, either 
north or south of Magon and Dixon's 
lino, for a new war, to avenge cor wrongs 
would consist obiefly of bombproofs and 
riutl^rs. 

"Even General Butlor is not so much 
sanguiuniy as mercantile^ His idea in 
a very com probonsivo one. Bo would 
make war upon Euglano with the pur. 
pvso, first, ot thereby slopping impor> 
tations into this country ; and second, 
of ruining the industry of England. 

It is not everybody who onn oontrire 
apian which shall so noally kill two 
birds with one Etoiie. 

A war wiih Englund would, Gon. 
Bailor ihinka, *stop importations, and 
do more for the enooDragement of homo 
manufaoiures than all the legislation 
ibal could be framed in a quarter of a 
ceuiury.' 

"But wo will tell Gon. Butler bow ho 
can attain all that bo is aiming at with- 
out BO much bloodsbtd; for, after all, be- 
nificial ae a war might be, ami gloriou.^ 
as its oonclasions must be with Geu. But- 
lor and the American eagle to conduce, 
tbo campaigns, there would inevitably 
remain a cojuidorable number of widows 
and orphaDs, who are uot usually happy 
beings. 

"Let Mr. Batler form'a company to be 
enllid the groat American Chinese Woll 
Company, with the object of filling up 
our ImrLours uud builclmg a wuU of solid 
and cut niasonury, one hupdrod feet high 
and two hundred feet wide, arouud the 
whole country. Let, him apply to Con 
grtss fur alteruate seotioas of land and a 
subsidy of half a million dollars per mile , 
ai d as Congress is iure to grant it, let 
him and company go to work. 

"By such an euierprise he would pro* 
vide employmoDt for a number of men 
for a number ofyeiirs ; he would, uocora 
ding to 'proleoiionistB' theory, greatly 
eoricb the country by keeping out for- 
eign goods ; h') would make the Amori~ 
cans what every protectionist dosircB 
them to bo, an 'independent nutioo ; 
und he would provide for the future, a 
liirgo nnmber.of places- — as watahta^o, 
f^iue keepet'^ and bell ringei"s-to reward 
goo I protectionists with. 

"And Eucland would starve just tho 
same ; for General Butler, being » a 
statesman, knows that no sooner washer 
commerce with this country interrupted 
than, as he cays : deprived of a market 
for her manufactures, her artisans and 
shop keepers thrown out of employment 
and business, would institute bread 
riuts, ai'd risi^ in insurrection all over tho 
kingdom ' Poor England 1 Was it be- 
cause be saw tlirougb Butlar that Mr.
